5) OLD BUSINESS:

A. A grant contract between Lancaster County (Sponsor) and Volunteerlink d/b/a
Volunteer Partners (Grantee).  The Grantee will establish a Lincoln/Lancaster
County Citizen Corps Council under the direction of Emergency Management,
and provide other services outlined in Exhibit B.  The grant period is January 1,
2006 through October 31, 2006, and the Sponsor shall pay the Grantee the
sum of $55,852.48.  (C-06-0501)

6) NEW BUSINESS:

A. Two applications for Special Designated Licenses from Ken’s Liquor, Inc. to
provide liquor beverage service for wedding receptions at Country Pines,
located at 6305 West Adams Street on the following dates:

C. A grant contract with Family Service Association, Inc. for the following
programs:  Welcome Baby, in the amount of $31,500; Behavioral Health
Services, in the amount of $176,000; and Community Learning Center Youth,
in the amount of $25,000.  Total amount of the grant contract is $232,500. 
Term of the grant contract is July 1, 2006 through June 30, 2007.  (C-06-0502)

D. A grant contract with Houses of Hope, Inc. for funding for the Transitional
Living Services Program, in the amount of $48,552.  Term of the grant contract
is July 1, 2006 to June 30, 2007.  (C-06-0503)

E. Acceptance of a grant award from the Department of Justice Office on Violence
Against Women for the Grants to Encourage Arrest Policies and Enforcement of
Protection Orders Program, in the amount of $396,972.  This is a two year
continuation grant award from 2004-2006.  The project period is from
September 1, 2004 to August 31, 2008.  (C-06-0504)

F. Acceptance of a grant award from the Nebraska Commission on Law
Enforcement and Criminal Justice for the Juvenile Accountability Block Grant
(JABG) Program.  The County will receive $80,050, of which $8,005 is the
County’s match share.  Term of the grant award is July 1, 2006 to June 30,
2007.  (C-06-0505)



6) NEW BUSINESS CONTINUED:

G. An agreement with Lincoln OB/GYN P.C. to provide specialized medical care
and assistance to Lancaster County General Assistance clients who have
pending claims with the Social Security Administration and may be eligible for
retroactive Medicaid benefits.  The agreement sets forth a reimbursement
arrangement in which the County will provide payment for the medical care and
Lincoln OB/GYN P.C. will reimburse the County if/when the General Assistance
client is later determined eligible for Medicaid reimbursement.  The agreement
is effective upon execution of both parties and contains a 30-day termination
provision.  (C-06-0506)

H. An interlocal agreement between Lancaster County and the City of Hickman for
law enforcement services through the Lancaster County Sheriff’s Office.  The
County will assign one deputy for law enforcement purposes in the City of
Hickman.  The County will be paid $5,286.43 per month for the services of the
deputy.  Term of the agreement is September 1, 2006 to August 31, 2007.  
(C-06-0507)

I. An agreement with the State of Nebraska, Department of Education for the
National School Lunch Program and related programs at the Lancaster County
Youth Services Center.  (C-06-0508)

J. A grant contract between the Board of Trustees of the Community Health
Endowment and Lancaster County to provide funding for a collaborative effort
to identify and document community data, issues, perceptions and priorities
related to methamphetamine use and abuse in Lincoln, Lancaster County,
Nebraska.  The County will receive $78,815.  Term of the grant contract is July
1, 2006 through June 30, 2007.  (C-06-0509)

K. A grant contract with Child Guidance Center to provide funding for outpatient
services, in the amount of $30,000.  Term of the grant contract is July 1, 2006
through June 30, 2007.  (C-06-0510)

L. A grant contract with CASA for Lancaster County to provide funding for the
Court Appointed Special Advocates program, in the amount of $11,250.  Term
of the grant contract is July 1, 2006 through June 30, 2007.  (C-06-0511)

M. A grant contract with the Lincoln Medical Education Partnership (LMEP) (Family
Violence Council) for the management of the Coordinated Response to
Reducing Domestic Violence Program, in the amount of $15,000; Sexual Crimes
Training, in the amount of $4,000; and the Spanish Language Coordinator, in
the amount of $2,929.  The total amount of the grant contract is $21,929 and
LMEP will contribute $5,148 in matching funds.  Term of the grant contract is
from July 1, 2006 to June 30, 2007.  (C-06-0512)
